Civic Rep Presents | 
Hedda Gabler 


The personal touch of one of 
America’s great actresses, Eva Le- 
Gallienne, will be felt in Sacramen- 
to when the Sacramento Civie Rep- 
ertory Theater presents Ibsen’s 
Hedda Gabler December 5 through 
December & in the Eaglet Theater. 

Miss LeGallienne, one of the 
world’s fine actresses who has play- 
ed Hedda Gabler on the profession- 
al stage for over 20 years, made 
her own translation of the Ibsen 
drama an¢ it is this version which 
the rcpertory theater will use. A 
previous translation, although liter- 
ally honest, was felt to be basic 
English, without form or comeli- 
ness, emphasizing the message of 
the play. Miss LeGallienne’s trans- 
lation seems to catch more fully the 
beauty and poetry of Ibsen. This is 
the first time any group, besides 
her own professional company, has 
used the LeGallienne trans/ation. 

Hedda Gabler is an_ excellent 
specimen of modern dramaturgy 
and is primarily the exposition of 
the character of a woman out of 
harmony with her surroundings. 
Because the nature of the play pro- 
vides the actress a maximum of 
freedom in her interpretation of 
Hedda, the full significance of Miss 
LeGallienne’s permission to use her 
preface is plain. After many years 
of experience not only in depicting 
Hedda, but in audience reaction as 


| well, her premises are invaluable. 


As if this were not enough, there 
s a further local angle. In 1934, | 
Miss LeGallienne presented a cycle 
of Ibsen in San Francisco. At that 
time, Lillian Allan, who will direct | 
the local production, saw Hedda 
Gabler. Greatly moved by the play, | 
Miss Allan wrote her reactions and | 
compliments to Miss LeGallienne in | 
New York City. A reply was re- 
ceived, which Miss Allan still has. | 

Last summer, while in the East, 
Miss Allan had two conferences 
with Miss LeGallienne — one on 
her farm in Connecticut, the other | 
in her Greenwich Village apart- | 
ment. Thus, 17 years after her first | 
impression of Miss LeGallienne’s | 
Hedda, she had the opportunity of | 
receiving first-hand ideas for her | 
Sacramento production. 

Miss Allan believes Hedda Gab- | 
ler to be excellently written and in | 
a class of a great symphony with | 
motifs carrying through and re- 
peated constantly.
